ALTONA COUNCIL 
ADOPTS LOWER 
RATING LEVIES 


Altona council has adop- 
ted a general rate of 
12.3 cents in the dollar. 
This was tipped by the 
- Star last week. 
This is a drop of one cent in the 


dollar on Jast year's rates, which 
were based on a levy of 13.3 cents 


in the dollar, 


However, due to reva- 
luation of properties, most 
ratepayers will pay more. 

Rates for this municipal 
year will yield $1,420,650 
which is an increase of 
6.79 per cent. on the rate 
revenue for the past year. 

Taiking to the Star this 
week, Altona council’s fi- 
nance committee chair- 
man, Cr. Les Crofts, who 
successfully moved the 
adoption of the new rate, 
said the slight increase 
would cover council’s in- 
creasing labor costs, 
which had escalated by six 
per cent. 

Cr. Crofts said council 
was now spending much 
of the ratepayers’ money 
in forward planning for 
the community. 

He mentioned the recent 
opening of the Little Ath- 
letics’ track on Grant Re- 
serve, the approaching 
opening of W. J. Crofts 
Reserve, and a proposed 
pavilion for A. W. Lang- 
shaw Reserve as examples 
of this type of planning. 

“Cr, Crofts said that 
council expenditure on 
parks and reserves would 
be $83,800 this year com- 
pared with $67,000 last 
year. . 

“An extra $53,000 would 
be spend on health and 
welfare bringing the total 
to’ $370,800,” he said.

Cr. Crofts continued: 
“Council has agreed to ex- 
tend its’ free kindergarten 
facilities to provide for an 
additional 50 enrolments 
this year. 

“Financial provision has 
been made’ for the provi- 
sion of a family planning 
clinic and for additional 
funds for council’s ‘meals 
on wheels’ service. 

“Council is . awaiting 
Health Department ap- 
proval to appoint a Wel- 
fare Service Officer,” he 
said. 

Of Altona’s rate revenue 
this year, 24.5 per cent. 
will go to debt servicing 
costs. This is compared 
with a figure of above 30 
per cent. which.could be 
related to council finances 
in the 1960s. 

The 1972 report by the 
Board of Inquiry into 
Local Government ‘advo- 
cates that 25 per cent. of 
the rate revenue may be 
applied to debt servicing 
without -bearing detriment 
to the works and services 
in a municipality. 

Cr. Crofts said street 
lighting was an area where 
higher standards were de- 
manded and council would 
continue with a pro- 
gramme of improving 
street lighting as mneces-

‘The Edwards’ .own back- 
yard was’ tod small- for 
Ray's plans, and a neigh-- 
bor.a couple of houses fur- 
ther down the street, Miss 
Joan Duke, lent him es 
free of charge. 

‘The Edwards’ family 
thinks they will name 
Ray’s ketch with a Maori 
name, to remember their 
16 years in New Zealand .

Holidays and travel in summer mean that 
the family vehicle will be required to meet 
more arduous tasks than at any other time 


of the year. 


The motorist who cares 
for his vehicle can halt, or 
at least minimise, the as- 
sociated problems. of 
summer motoring by fol- 
lowing simple rules. 

Preparing the car for 
motoring must 
start with the engine cool- 
ing system, which com- 
prises the radiator, the, 
water pump, the top and 
bottom radiator hoses. The 
fan belt canbe regarded 
as part of the cooling sys- 
tem as it drives the water 
pump. : 

The fan belt should be 
properly tensioned by 
moving it up and down 
half way between the gen- 
erator and the water pump 
pulley. A maximum move- 
ment of about half an inch 
is allowable. 

The belt should be re- 
moved from the pulleys 
and, if it is frayed, or the. 
underside is brittle and 
cracked, the belt should be 
replaced, 

The radiator ca 
be removed, . when 
engine is cold, and the 
radiator water checked. If 
it is dirty and rusty, the 
cooling system should be 
flushed, before being re- 
filled with fresh water to 
which has been added the 
correct amount of rust in- 
hibitor. 

Before replacing the 
radiator cap check that it 
is free from damage. If-the 
cap does not seal cor: 
rectly, the cooling system 
will not build up the cor- 
rect pressure and water 
will be lost through the 
overflow hose. 

‘The radiator and heater 
hose should be checked 
for sponginess and age. If 
the vehicle is more than 
two years old and there is 
a doubt about the quality, 
of the hoses, they should 
be replaced. A burst hose 
can mean instant evac- 
uation of cooling water, 
and an engine seizure 
before the temperature 
warning light can function. 

The state of the engine 
ignition system and fuel

system can influence the 
efficiency of the cooling 
system. To overcome this 
problem the engine should 
be tuned, particularly if a 
long interstate trip is con- 
templated.
